SITE INVESTIGATION AND REPRESENTATION:

The Contractor acknowledges that he has satisfi@dédif as to the nature of the work, and generdl lagal conditions —
particularly those bearing on transportation, aiity of labor, State Regulations for safety aedurity of property, roads and
facilities required for the prosecution of the wairkd all matters which can in any way affect thelkwa cost thereof under this
contract. Any failure by the Contractor to acqudiimself with all the available information conogrg these conditions will
not relieve him from the responsibility for estiingtproperly the difficulty or cost of successfuigrforming the work.

WORK SCHEDULE AND TRAINING:

The ferry under contract is required to be openati@s shown on the Operational Schedule, Attachiemhe Contractor is
required to provide a sufficient number of quatifigersonnel to accomplish this work. The Departmgihfprovide on the job
training to the Contractor and Ferry Operatorsafanaximum of seven days prior to beginning work.

Training of successive ferry operators will be teeponsibility of the Contractor. The Contractoalsinsure that all ferry
operators are trained in the performance of theied and are certified by the Engineer.

STATE FURNISHED PROPERTY:

Elwell Ferry is a State owned ferry boat. The cactior will be allowed to use this ferry as longitais being maintained according to the Ferry Otmta
Manual (Attachment C). The State will allow the @anxtor to use all existing supplies and furniskiag no cost. This will include emergency lantefins,
extinguishers, etc. These items will be inventoded the Contractor will be accountable for thigparty. The Contractor will reimburse the Departinain
Transportation for any loss or damage to State dvpmeperty.

DEPARTMENT FURNISHED SUPPLIES:

The Department will provide all supplies required éperation of the ferry including fuel, lubricantcleaning supplies, etc. The Contractor willhstd
accountable for the proper distribution and usallo$upplies.

UTILITIES:

The Department shall pay for fuel, electric, watard sanitary charges if they are existing at #edify. The Department shall provide a land-lieéephone in
the ferry house for use by the ferry operator. Thst of any long-distance telephone charges slatdulucted from the contractor's compensationhéf t
contractor chooses to provide a cellular phonéemperator, the number shall be provided to theatment. The cost of such service shall be theoresbility
of the contractor and shall be considered incideatthe contract.
